The preliminary amendment filed on July 16, 2003 has been entered in the case.

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ford (US 
6,307,657). 

Ford discloses an optomechnical platform comprising photodetector arrays, a 
package on which the photodetector arrays is mounted; and means formed in the 
package at a position adjacent to the photodetector for allowing transmission of light 
rays substantially parallel to the detection light. The means for allowing transmission of 
the light rays includes an aperture (804) formed in a part of the package made of an 
opaque member, and a light transmissible member (optical fiber array) sealing the 
aperture. 

As to claim 3, the optical fiber array is a light transmissible member. 
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As to claim 5, a diffraction grating and an optical system for making multiplexed 
light containing a plurality of wavelengths incident on the diffraction grating to obtain 
demultiplexed light which is incident on a detector arrays. 

Claims 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Grann 
et al (US 6,563,976). 

Grann et al discloses a cost effective wavelength division multiplexer and 
demultiplexer comprising (Fig. 16) a package with two opposite sides wherein 
phtotodetectors and light transmissible portion (optical fiber) are integrated into the 
package. The light transmissible portion includes an aperture formed through the one 
side and an optical fiber is sealed into the aperture. As shown in Fig. 16, both optical 
paths from the light transmissible portion and to the photo detectors are parallel. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Zhu et al, Dueck et al, Cohen et al, and Feldman et al disclose 
different types of detection systems including detector arrays and a light transmissible 
member.
